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FOREWORD. 

•TH  H  E  original  intention,  when  this^  work  was  undertaken 
A  several  years  ago,  was  to  publish  in  «ne  volume  all  thajt 
our  Church  uses  in  her  public  worship:  the  first  part  was  to 
contain  the  liturgical  parts  and  the  Orders  for  Ministerial  * 
Acts,  and  the  second,  hymns:  and  brief  reTference  was  then 
made,  in  the  preface,  to  the  hymns  which  it  was  intended  fo 

publish.     But  the  size  of  both  parts  grew  beyond  our  expec- 

• 
tations  and  it  has  therefore  become  desirable  to  issue  two 

volumes  instead  of  one.  This  affords  opportunity  to  say  an 
additional  word  about  the  hymns.  The  credits  on  the  follow- 
ing pages  will  show  that,  while  a  considerable  number 
have  been  translated  elsewhere,  not  a  few  have  been  ren- 
dered into  Telugu  by  members  of  our  own  Mission.  As  for* 

• 

the  character  of  the  hymns  chosen  tor  translation,  an  exami- 
nation will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  disposition  of  those 
responsible  for  the  selection  was  to  choose  from  all  times 
what  is  commonly  regarded  as  standard  rather  than  the 
generally  less  excellent  productions  of  more  recent 
years:  and  hymns  of  an  objective  rather  than  of  a  subjective 
character.  The  hope  is  cherished  that  a  contribution  of  at 
least  a  little  value  has  been  made  to  Telugu  Hymnody;  and 
hearty  thanks  are  rendered  not  only  to  those  oi  o^her 
missions  who  have  permitted  us  to  make  use  of  the  fruit  of 
their  labors,  but  also  to  our  own  faithful  Indian  collaborators, 
for  their  invaluable  help,  without  which  this  collection* 
would  not  have  been  possible.  May  God,  Who  seeth*  in 
secret,  reward  them  openly  !
